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an economy baaed on free enterprise, Dobretsberger alefo advocated social 
reforms and close collaboration between Labor and Management. Together 
with his friend-, Ludwig btrobl, who was Minister of Agriculture in the same 
government, Dobretsberger tried also to influence the Austrians In arousing the 
old democratic traditions in the Austrian peasantry. When Schuschnigg 
reformed his cabinet after the Austrian-German pact of non-agression in 
July 1956, he eliminated in the same time Starhembergi and Dobretsberger 
from the government. In his retirement Dobretsberger became a symbol of 
the forces in Austria seeking the wsy back to democracy. After the occupation 
of Austria, he was obliged to emigrate to Turkey.
